In. Numb. 23. fome Quieries rverepublijh'd for feme parts of ths 
^^e{\.,ladks-iand thofe for other parts referv'd to another opportunity j. 
which prefenti»g it felf at this time, vpef^all here fit dorvnjuch Enqui- 
ries for the Ant- lies, as were colle^lcd out of the Relations of [ever aI 
Aifthors writing of thafe jjlands, fuch as are the Natural Hiftory of 
the Antilles, written by a French^man • the Hiftory of the Barba- 
does.^jF Lygonsd'.f. to the end^that thefeQ^exl^s being coffideredby 
fmh ctiriou^ perfons as frequent, thofe places, and delight in making 
careful Obfervations, they may from thence return Inch Anfxvers, as, 
way either confrm.or reSlife the, Relation; comerningthcm already^ 
extant. The Enquiries are thefe : 

I. Of Vexetahks* 

Hether the Juice of the Fruit of the Tree Jfin/pa, 
being as clear as any Rock- water,yields a brown Vio- 
Ictrdycj and being put twice upon the iiime place, makethit 
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look black i And whether this Tin^ure cannot be got out 
With any Soaj) , yet difappears of it felf in 9 on o days i And 
ivhether certain Animals, and particularly Hogs and Parrots, 
eating of this Fruit, have their Fle/h and Fat altogether tinged 
of a Violet colour ? 

2. Whether Ring-doves, that feed upon the bitter Fruit of 
the Oleomas Tree, have their Flerti bitter alfo ^ 

5. Whether the Wood of the Acajou Tree, being red, lightj 
and well fcented, never rots in Water,, nor breeds any Worms, 
when cut in due (eafon ^ And whether the Chejis and Trunks 
made thereof, keep Clothes, placed therein, from being Worm- 
eaten f 

4. Whether the Leaves of a certain Tree , peculiarly 
called Indian-Wood , give fuch a hattt-goufi to Meat and 
Sauces , as if it were a compofition of leveral forts of Spi- 
ces? 

5. Whether there be fuch two forts of the Wood,^call'd Sa- 
bonier, or Soap-mod, of the one of which the Pm/,of the otfaei* 
the Root ferveth for Soap ? 

6. Whether the bark of the Paretuvier-wood tanns as well as 
Oak'bark i 

7. Whether the Root of the Tree Laitta, being brayed and 
caft into Rivers, maketh Fiflies drunks 

8. Whether the Root of the Mmioc is fo fertile, that one Acre 
planted therewith, yields fo plentiful 3 crop, as Ihall feed more 
people than fix Acres of the beft Wheat < 

9. What Symptoms do ufually follow upon taking of the 
Juice of Manioc , or upon the eating of the Juice with the 
Root, and what effeds are thereby produced upon the Body, 
that infer it to be accounted a rank Poifon •: Whether any worfe 
Eflfeds, than may be caufed by meer C/«^if//, as by Turnips or 
Carrots eaten raw, and much more by raw FleOi, inthofethat 
are not ufed thereto ; or at raoft, fome fuch naufeous or noxious 
quality,as might be correfted in the taking and the preparation ; 
which corrcdion, if effeded, might perhaps render the Bread, 
made of this Mmioc, much heartier, the Juice being likely to 
carry off the Spirit and ftrength, leaving the remainder fpirit- 
lefs -f 
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10. ThQ Falmetto-Royal being faid by Ligon to be a v 7 tall 
and ftreightTree, and fo tough, that none of them hav een 
feenblown down,and withall hollow; in all which re({3e(51: »ey 
may ferveforfpecial ufes, and particularly for long o/'^/V/^i ^f; 
'tis much defired, that the largeft and longeft pieces of : ^oi, 
that can be ftow'd in a Ship, may be fent over. 

11. Whether the Oyl exprefled out of the Plant Ricinm or 
TdmA chrijli, be ufed by the Indians to keep them from Vermin i 
To fend over fome of that Oyl. 

12. Whether in the pafTage of the Jfthmtn horn Nombre de 
Dhs to PmamA^ there is a whole Wood full of Senfitive Trees,

I J. Whether there be certain Kernels of a Fruit like a white 
Pear-plum, which are very Purgativ^e and Emetick, but having 
the thin film which parteth them into halves taken out, they 
have no fuch Operation at all, and are as fweet as a Jordan- 
Almond ? 

14. To fend over fome of the Roots of the Herb, call'd by 
Gur French Author L*'herbe auxflefches (the Durt-herb,) which 
being ftamped, is faid to have the vertue of curing the wounds 
made with poifon*d Darts. 

15. To fend feme of the Grain of the Herb Muik^ putting 
it up carefully in a Box; which being done, it will keep its 
Jllmk fcent. 

1 6. To fend over a Specimen of all Medicinal Herbs, together 
with their refpedive Vertues, as they are reputed there : Item 
particularly, the Prickle-rvith at the Barbadoes ; Macao, Maftic- 
tree, Lccujl, Black-wood, yellow within; Five-ffrig, Tidle-wood, 
IVhite-vpood, Barbadoes-Cedar. 

1 7. Whether the fruit Mancenille of the Mancemllier-Txtt^ 
though admirably fair and fragrant, yet is fatal to the Eater, 
and falling into the Water, kills the-FiChes that eat thereof, ex- 
cept crabs , v.'ho yet are faid to be dangerous to eat when 
they have fed upon this fruit c" Whether under the Bark of this 
Tree is contained a certain glutinousLiquoras white as Milk, 
very dangerous, fo that if you chance to rub it, and this Juice 
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f^urt upon the Shirt like a burning j if upon the naked flefh, 
it will caufe a fwelling 5 if into the eye, blindnefs for feveral 
days^ And whether the Jbaderv of this Tree be fo noxious, 
that the bodies of Men repofing under it, will fwell flrangely ? 
And whether the Meat it felf, that is boil'd with the fire of this 
Wood, contrails a malignity, burning the Mouth and Throat f 
Further, whether the Natives ufe the milky juice of this Tree, 
and the Dew falling from it, and the juice of its Fruit, in the 
compofition of the Poifon they infeft their Arrows with 1

18. X /\ 7Hether the skin of the Tauu , and the little bone 
V V in his Tail, do indeed, as is related, cure deafilhnefs, 
and pains of the Ears? And whether this Animal be proof 
not only againft tlie Teeth of Dogs , but alfo againft Bul- 
lets^ 

19. Whether the Birds called Canides , be fo docile, that 
fome of them learn to fpeak not only Indian., but alfo Dutch and 
SpAfii/b, finging alfo the Ayres in the Jffdian Tongue as well as 
an Indian himfelf ? 

And whether the Bird Colihy have a fcent as fweet as the fineft 
Amber and Musk f Both which is affirmed by our French Au- 
thor. 

20. To procure fome of the fat of the Birds, called Fre- 
gati, reputed to be very Anti-paralytical and Anti-podagri- 
cal. 

21. To fend over a Z,4W-pike, which is faid to be like the 
W4?fy-pike, but that inflead of Fins it hath four feet, on which 
it crawls. 

22. Whether the skin of the Sen-rvolf, which they other- 
wife call the Requiem, be fo ruff and fliff, that they make 
Files of them, fit to file Woodc" And whether it be ufually 
guided by another Fifh, that is beautified withfuch a variety 
of curious and lively Colours, that one would fay, fuch 
Fifhes were girt with Necklaces ©f Pearls , Corals , Ewe- 
raudsj &c. 
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i$. Whether the skin oi Sea-Calfs, otherwifecalPd Z.<w4»- 
tins, be fo hard, when dry'd, that they ferve the Indians for 
Shield>f 

24. Whether the Alhes of the Frefli- water Tortoises do hinder 
the falling of the Hair, being powder'd therewith t 

25. Whether* the Land-Crabs of thefe Iflands do at cer- 
tain times hide themfelves all under ground for the fpace of 
6 weeks, and during that time change and renew their fliellsf 
And whether in hiding themfelves thus, they do fo carefully 
cover themfelves all about with Earth, that the opening thereof 
cannot at all be perceived, thereby (hutting out the Air, by 
which they might elfe be annoyed when they are quite naked, 
after they have flied their fliells, there then remaining no other 
cover on them, but a very thin and tender skin, which by little 
thickeneth and hardeneth into a Cruft, like the old :' 

16, Whether the Serpents in thofe parts, that have black and 
white fpots on their backs, be not venomous i To fend over 
fome of fuch Serpents skins. 

27. To fend over fome of the skins of thofe huge Li- 
zirds, they call Ouayamacd, which, when come to their full 
bignefs, are faid to be Evq foot long, Tail and all ; And efpe- 
cially to fend fome of thofe that are faid to have the fcales of 
their skins fo bright and curious, that at a diftance they referable 
Cloth of Gold and Silver. 

28. Whether the (hining Flies, called Caray*?/, hidealmoft 
all their light, when taken, but when at liberty, afford it plenti- 
fully^ 

29. Whether there be a fort of Bees brown and blew, who 
make a black Wax, but the Honey in it whiter and fweeter 
than that of Europe. 

30. Whether in thofe parts the Indians do cure the bitlngs 
of Serpents by eating frefh Citro» PiUs , and by applying the 
Unguent, made of the bruifed Head of the wounding Serpent, 
and put hot upon the wound ? 

31. Whether the Wood lice in thofe Countries generated 
cut of rotten Wood, are able, not only to est through Trunks 
in a day or two, and to fpoil Linnen, Clothes, and Books, 
(of which laft they are faid to fpare only what is written or 
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printed 5) but alfo to gnaw the props which fupport the 
Cottages , that they fall ^. And whether the remedy againft 
the latter mifchief is, to turn the ends of the Wood that is fixed 
in the ground ^ or to rub the Wood v.'ith the Oyl of that kind 
of PalwA chrifii (a Plant) wherewith the Natives rub their 
Heads to fecure them from Vermin. 

32. Whether that fort of Vermin called Raved, fpare no- 
thing of what they meet with (either of Paper, Cloths, Lin- 
nen , and Woollen ) but Silk and Cotton < 

33, Whether the little Cirons called Chiques y bred out cf 
duft, when they pierce once into the Feet, and under the Nails 
of the Toes, do get ground of the whole boiiy, unlels they be 
drawn out betimes c* And whether at firfl; they caufe but a 
little itch, but afterwards having pierced the skin, raiie a 
great inflamation in the part affeded, and become in a fmall 
time as big as aPeafe, producing innumerable iV///, that breed 
others. 

f^s to Inquiries, concerning Earths rfW Minerals, they mny he 
taken out of Numb. 19. and as for fuch, which concern the conftt- 
tution of the Air, f'f'incis, and ii eather, they are to be met with in 
Numb.

To which lattet fort may be added touching Hurricam, Whe- 
ther thofe terrible Winds, which are faid to have formerly 
happen'd in thofe parts but once in 7 years, do now rage once 
in two years, and fometimes twice, yea thrice in one year •: 
And whether they are obferved never to fallout but about the 
K^iittimnAl Equinox*, as 'tis affirmed, that in the Efjl-Indies 
beyond the Z,/W,they never happen but about the Vernal? Whe- 
ther they are preceded with an extreara Calm, and the Rain 
which fails a little before be bitterifh and falr^ And whether 
Birds come timely down by whole flocks from the Hills, and 
hide themfelves in the Valleys, lying clofe to the ground, 10 
fecure themfelves from the T.cmpeU approaching ? 
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
